CANAL POINT CLIMATE 
IS BEST, GOOLSBY SAYS 


Canal Point has the best year- 

round climate in the world, says 
Louis Goolsby, secretary of the 
Canal Point Men's Club, who sub- 
mits the following figures: 
- The best east coast climate is 
that of Palm Beach county; the 
only government weather recording 
* station in ‘the coast section of the 
county is at Hypoluxo, where in 
the week of July $ to 11 inclusive 
the average high temperature was 
over 87 degrees. In the same period 
the average high temperature at | 
Canal Point was.one and a half 
degrees lower, or cooler, The aver- 
age low temperature at Hypoluxo 
was 77 degrees; at Canal Point it 
“was 63, or 14 degrees cooler, 

There was no day in the week 
when it was as hot at Canal Point 
as at Hypoluxo. On the other 
hand, the coolest temperature Hy- 
poluxo had at any time was 72, 
while at Canal Point the tempera- 
ture went as low as 61 degrees. 


DREDGE HERRICK 
IS IN DRY DOCK 
Is Being Made Ready To 


Dig Rock From St. 
Lucie Canal 


The dredge Governor Herrick, 
largest dredge in the state, is 
now in dry dock at Lock No. 2 at 
the east end of St. Lucie canal, 
where it will be overhauled' at 
an expense estimated to be $30,- 
000. When the Herrick has been 
put in condition it will start dig- 
ging rock to completed the canal 
to grade and enlarge its capacity 
for the discharge of water from 
Lake Okechobee. 

The Herrick is owned by The 
Arundel Corporation of Balti- 
more, Md., which has done the 
larger part of the excavation in 
Everglades drainage district 
since the creation of the district. 
It was moved to. St. Lucie canal 
from Biscayne Bay, where it 
laid up after it was taken.out of 
Miami canal. 

When the Herrick passed 
through Palm City bridge west 
of Stuart it went into the south 
brarích of St. Lucie river, into 
which St. Lucie canal dis- 
charges. Because of sand bars 
in the river it was necessary for 
the dredge Florida to dig a chan- 
rel.through south branch for 
the Herrick to pass tò` reach 
the lock and spillway at the east 
end of the canal, where the 
Herrick went into dry dock for 
overhauling. - The Florida dug 
in a distance of aout four miles 
between. Palm City bridge and 
St. Lucie lock. ? 

The A-frame, dipper. stick-and 
spuds had been taken off of the 
Herrick when it was towed out 
of Biscayne Bay and started 
along the coast to Stuart. This 
-| equipment will be put-back on 
the dredge; the bottom will -be 
repaired and the dredge painted 
and repairs made,.to put it in 
shape for the two years work it 
is contracted to do in. the dis- 
trict. $ n 
The'Arunde| Corporation has 
another big dredge in St. Lucie 
canal—the Clarke, which has 
been there since the canal was 
Started, about 12 years ago. 
Everglades district is working 
the suction dredge Culebra in 
St. Lucie canal. The’ Culebra 
was used in digging West Palm 
Beach canal, A drill barge that 
was sunk in St. Lucie canal has 
been raised and is being put in 
condition to work.

Order validating an issue of 
bonds of specia] road and bridge 
district No. 11 in the amount of 
$990,000, voted May 12, was 
signed Tuesday by Hon. C. E. 
Chillingworth, judge of the cir- 
cuit court. George W. Coleman, 
state attorney, -sald Tuesday 
that the issue had already been 
validated by a special act of the 
legislature. Call has not been 
made for bids for the purchase 
of the bonds although the bonds 
could have been sold subject to 
subsequent validation and the 
proceeding thus expedited.- 

Specifications on which a call 
for bids for construction of the 
roads will be based’ have ‘not 
been made, according to J. E. 
Bell, chairman of the board of 
county commissioners, as quot- 
ed inthe Palm Beach Times.

J. S. Rainey ,of Miami, farm 
demonstration agent for Dade 
county, ‘gives a hint that should 
be useful to residents of the up- 

er Glades. What he says re- 
lates to a fly that does injury to 
papayas and to how to prevent 
the injury to the fruit. This “fly | 
bores into young papayas’ and; 


shoots a lot of its eggs into the||' 


hollow center. The eggs hatch 
and spoil the fruit. Some of the 
growers of phpayas thought of 
putting sacks over the fruit. to 
keep-the fly from-making-op 
ings in it, but-a Dade county 
grower by accident hit on a bet- 
ter scheme. He found that the 
fly would rather deposit its eggs 
in small papayas than large ones 
—small ones because ‘it would 
not have to bore as far to get its. 
eggs tó the opening. So he 
planted a few wild papayas with 
his cultivated plants, the fruit 
of the wild plants being smaller 
than the cultivated and having 
tenderer skin. Having deposit- 
ed its eggs in the fruit of the in- 
ferior plant the fly goes on off. 
We'd like if some of the folks of 
the upper Glades would tell u: 
what their experience has been 
—whether they have been 
troubled by the papaya fly, The 
writer has not heard of it doing 
any harm here.
